Coroner Whetston to Hold 
Inquest This Eve­

The body of Lloyd 
Schwab, 
the 
Harmon mail carrier drowned Tues 
day morning when he drove off of a 
washed-out approach to a 
culvert 
over 
Holland’s 
creek, 
two 
miles 
northwest of that village, was found 
by searchers at 10:15 o’clock 
this 
morning about 40 rods down stream 
from the culvert. Coroner Whetston, 
who had been in Dix on during 
the 
night, was notified that the body had 
been found, but because of the con­ 
dition of the roads lie was unable to 
drive to Harmon, and accordingly he 
went by rail. He will arrive at Har­ 
mon at 8:14 o’clock this evening and 
will probably hold the inquest soon 
after getting there. 
Because undertakers cannot get to 
the village the coroner gave permis 
sion to have the body taken to Hock 
f alls to be embalmed and it was tak­ 
en there on a handcar this morning. 
Investigation 
shows that the

water in the creek had washed 
the 
culvert approaches 
away and

track to the crossing he had gotten 
too near the edge and

DIXON SOLDIERS WRITE ENTERTAININGLY OF 


LIFE IN UNCLE SAM'S ARMY TRAINING CAMPS 


FROM J OE CRAWFORD 
J oseph Crawford, Troop G, IGth 
Cavalry. Brownsville, Tex as, writes 
to Dix on friends of some interesting 
encounters with the smugglers in 
Mex ico. 
Ex tracts from his letters are 
given below: 
We left Mercedes about noon, yes­ 
terday, in trucks, and arrived in 
Brownsville at 6 o'clock. 
H is about 
fifty miles by road and they are rough 
miles, believe me. 
The dust was so 
thick and it was so hot and dry that 
we could hardly swallow. Outside of 
all that we had a fine little ride, 
everybody happy, as they always are. 
and all enjoyed the trip. 
The camp 
here is right in the city limits and is 
quite a large post. 
It is the jumping 
off place and to go farther would 
mean to get out of the United States. 
They work us hard and if they do not 
kill us we certainly will be tough- 


the bridge and no pictures or films 
are allowed to go over. 
Also we are 
to arrest any soldiers attempting to 
cross. 
Each person that goes into 
Mex ico is only allowed to have so 
much foodstuff, like 10 pounds of 
flour, 2 pounds of lard, 5 pounds of 
rice, 5 pounds of sugar, etc.

problem. 
As ou tlin ed j^y Wilson -Fox in an 
address before the Roy al Colon ial In ­ 
stitu te, the cokv sal su ms n eeded are 
t o be obtain ed by the State dev elop­ 
in g certain resou rces of the Empire 
on a hu ge scale an d tu rn in g ov er the 
profits to the Nation al Treasu ry . On e 
of these is fish, of which, Mr. Wil­ 
son -Fox sadi u n limited su pplies cou ld 
be sold in the Un ited Kin gdom at 
prices far below those ru lin g before 
the war, prov ide a good liv in g for all 
en gaged in the work an d y ield the 
State of from 25 ,000.000 to 50,000,- 
000 pou n ds sterlin g a y ear. 
An other proposal 
was that the 
State shou ld participate in the su pply 
an d distribu tion of the palm produ cts 
obtain ed in the Empire, which are 
daily becomin g of greater importan ce 
as articles of food. 
From this, it was 
calcu lated, the 
profit 
wou ld soon 
am ou n t to 50,000,000 pou n ds sterlin g 
an n u ally .

100,000,000

erally con ced ed that the greatest d uty of this coun try to the cause of the 


Allies is to len d its won d erful rosources to the assistan ce of the E uropean 


n ation s that are fightin g the battle for world freed om. 
This respon sibility 


America glad ly assumed , un d how gen erously she has respon d ed to the 


d em an d s mad e upon her is shown by a glan ce at the prosaic figures con ­ 


tain ed in this report. 
In 1913— the year preced in g the outbreak of the 


war— the exports from the Un ited States am oun ted to $ 2,465,884,149; last 


year, the first year of America's participation in the war, they am oun ted 


to $ 6,231.244,976, or n early three times the n orm al exports. 


Those statistics, d ry though they may appear when read in cold type, 


tell a story of n ation al d ev otion to the cause for which the coun try has 


taken up arms. 
They are a m an ifestation of the en ergy an d prod uctiv ity 


of the greatest of all in d ustrial n ation s d ev oted to liberty. 
They show 


that while the man power of the Un ited States was bein g mobilized an d 


train ed for effectiv e serv ice in th e tren ches, th e m aterial resources of the 


coun try were bein g hurried to the Allies to rein force an d strn gthen them 


un til the American arm y could be mad e read y. 
Critics who scowl at the 


time required to organ ize the arm y an d get it in to action may well giv e 


thought to these illum in atin g figures, 


German y, with her in san e n otion s of world con quest, always has 


guard ed an d fostered her foreign trad e, in an effort to effect a com mercial 


con quest of the world . 
But h er th irst for m ilitary power has led h er to 


m ake trem en d ous sacrifices in a com m ercial sen se, a fact th at is n ow- 


worryin g her statesm en in th eir con sid eration of probable peace terms. 


They fear a commercial boycott from the civ ilized n ation s, a fear which, 


apparen tly, is n ot well foun d ed , jud gin g from expression s upon this subject 


by Presid en t Wilson an d British lead ers. 
But the Germ an s, by their own 


acts, hav e sacrificed great trad e ad v an tages.
